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WHY WE FACE INFLATION 

Unless we got hard-boiled very aoon. this 
nation can liardly escape a spectacular and 
eventually disojtrouji wave oI price Inflation. 

In the abstract, that stark statement ivlU 
create Uttle argument. But . concretely, the 
Issue has been obscured by ao many big 
words that the man tn the street Is confused. 

There can be no better time'than now to 
try to clarify the danger In words oI lew 
syllables and In figures that do not He. 

In order to produce ships, g'una, tanks, 
planes, munitions and other materiel of war 
we arc having to eliminate the manufacture 
of many articles of elvlUan use, so that men, 
machinery and raw materials can bo used 
. against the axl^. 

To satisfy President Roosevelt's war pro- 
' ductlon program, we must divert so much 
capacity to military purposes that the re- 
maining plant and materials will not bo able 
to make more than $50 billions worth of civil- 
ian supplies. 

But In the coming fiscal year, civilians will 
have at least $110 billions with which to buy 
such goods. 
Therefore we start with the picture of clvll- 

. lans at an auction, all anxious to buy the com- 
modities offered for sale, and each with more 
money than ho can spend. 
. If you've ever been at an auction where 
everybody had relatively plenty of money, and 

;was enthusiastic about the Items offered, you 

i don't need to be told what will happen. 

; Unless the setup is modified by some type 
of controls, prices will skyrocket as each of 
us tries to outbid the others lor the commodl- 
tJcs on sale. 

This tendency will be exaggerated by the 
fact that much of the new money Is in the 
hands of men and women who haven't been 

. prosperous for. ao long that thoy have no ideas 
of saving. 

The quantity of civilian goods available will 
be Just about that of 1033, at the depth of the 
depression. Tlio quantity of money, seeking 
to pay for such goods, wtU be about double 
what was available In 1033. 

This unbalanced economy hasn't yet reach, 
cd its culmination, both because employment 
and payrolls have not attained their peaks 
and because the shutoff of mo.'it civilian dls 
pcnsables has not become established. 

Nevertheless, price Inflation already has 
made strides. 'Tlie cost of living generally has 
'ilscn close to 15 per cent since the war 
gan. The cost of food has gone up almost 20 
per cent in a year. Numerous Individual table 
Items — Important ones, too — have risen from 
25 to as much as 05 per cent In a year. 

These things are pretty elementary. Tliey 
arc neither mysterious nor cdmpUcated. Per- 
haps they're trite. 

But sometimes, when wc get all tied up in 
words and side Issues and, wherefores and 
whereases. It is worth while to strip an Im- 
■ portant issue of everything except the lunda. 
mentals and start all over again. 



SACRIFICES AND TRENDS 
New York wholesalers have gathered fresh 
statistics which show that the public Is re- 
sponding splendidly to the appeal to do with 
less sugar. Consumption has dropped appre- 
ciably even before rationing becomes effec- 
tive. This Is a great tribute to the voluntary 
spirit of sacrifice In the United States. 

This quality will be of the utmost Import- 
ance later in the year when our overlooded 
truck and railroad systems will delay ship- 
ment of many civilian goods. Official warn- 
ings have been sounded already regarding 
next winter's fuel supply and a note of cau- 
tion Is also In order concerning less essen- 
tial materials which arc In abundance but 
probably cannot be brought to the big cen- 
ters of consumption because of box car fam- 
ines. 

An inkling of what is ahead \s the simple 
computation of the required amount of goods 
divided into warehouse space and freight 
facilities. If extra shelves in stores are full, 
raftrchandlse backs up on sidings Instead of 
bcPng unloaded. 

The biggest threats to buslncs.? arc the Jong- 
range Implications Inherent In the change of 
pubHc habits. If people learn to do without 
certain items In wartime, or If they find 
agreeable substitutes, future peacetime trade 
will be obliged to make great readjustments. 



HOLDING THE BAG 
The Reconstruction Finance corporation's 
willingness to take unsalable automobiles, 
tirea, refrigerators, etc.. off the hands of 
manufacturers Is a commendable step toward 
relief of an extremely hard-hJt daas of little 
business men. 

The real beneficiaries will be the distrib- 
utors. Having been deprived of their normal 
mcana ol livelihood, these distributors should 
not have thetr capital. Including loans on 
which- they must pay, interest, tied up In- 
defliiltcly.

skimmed ott and CLAPPER 
drawn back Into government hands 
by war bond purchases and other 
savings. Some also feel mat wages 
and salarlea need lo be brought 
under actual ceilings the same as 
prlce.i. Tliere are alio tho.ic In the 
administration who advocate com- 
puLiory savings. 

After listening no doubt lo hours 
of deboto among lis advLicr.-i. Mr. 
Rocicvelt has elected to lean strong- 
ly upon voluntary tavlngs and co- 
operoUon lo assist In holding our 
economy In balance during these 
abnormal times. 

He does not advocate lowering ot 
Income tax cxempUons, nor a gen- 
eral aolea tax. nor other compulsory 
means of scooping up again the 
largo amount of money that war ex- 
penditures are dlstribuUng among 
tha populaUon. In other wordt a 
large Increasa In tKirchs;iJn)r poa-er 
U sUll left noatlngtaround and Mr. 
Roosevelt la counUng upon the 
patriotic cooperaUon of the public 
to turn this money back voluntar- 
ily In the-form of war bond pur- 
chases so lo speak. 

Tho only check proposed Li more 
rigid llmlUtlon of profits and In- 
creases In pcnonol income tax rales 
alUiough wlUiout apparently in- 
tending to broaden tho base by 
lower exemptions, 

The auggestlen that taxes be ar- 
ranged BO that no one would have 
net earnings of more .than WS.OOO a 
year probably will not result In a 
large amount of revenue although 
It has a considerable morale value 
In reducing Incqualltiet ot income 
during a time of emargeney When 
nlveroal sacrlflcet are In order. 
That probably wilt make more 
palaUble to labor Mr, Rooaevelt't 
desire to peg ivages through the de- 
cision of the war labor board. 

But the real wamlnc thai tha mes- 



sage contains ts that either voluntary 
or by compulsion we must reduce 
our standard of living during the 
war lo conserve both materials nnd 
money. This reduction must come 
not alone through raUonlng and 
compulsory withholding of supplies, 
but through voluntary personal 
economies and larger savings. It 
means alandards of dre-is anil liv- 
ing must be revised downward. 

Unless that Li done volunlnrtly 
we face the prospect ot It being done 
through a compul.sory savings plan 
which some have advocated. Mr. 
Roa-ievelt plainly indicates It Li a 
pwvilblUty It the voluntary method 
docs not work. He says he prefers 
to keep the voluntary plan In eftect 
a.1 long OS paulble. 

In other w-ords he Ls placing con- 
fidence in tho desire ot the Amerl- 
rnn people to do whatever is needed 
to win the war. If that dcslro Li (lUf- 
flclcntl?' strong It will produce re- 
sults tar be^ondJihat could be ex- 
pected ot anV <fitnplH(;ory plan. THf<V 
Is the opportlnl'lty foiVji democratl^^• 
country to exert Its *yort In a 
democratic way. 

Many times while I Was abroad 
recently, conversations turned on 
the va.1t amount of hardship and 
efforl that would Ijo nece.-aary lo 
win Uie war. Yet someone always 
IlnLilied off by remarking that no 
matter how much It cost to win the 
that would be nothlnR com- 
pared wllh the cost of losing It. 

Tlie more we save now. the more 
cash we put Into Uic expense of 
WOT while It Is going on, the 
lighter Ihe coat of victory will be. 
For the real economic nnd sodal 
eoit ot wars, even victorious one.i, 
Ls apt to hit after the fighting stops. 
As, Mr. Roosevelt said, nateguard- 
ina our eeotiomy ot home it tlie very 
least that our soldiers, sailors and 
marines have a right to expacl of ui.
